It 
is an admission that the criticism of his appointments is just, 
and a plea in mitigation of the offense on the ground that he 
has attempted to reduce the damage he has caused as much as 

This is a new end unique way of fighting evil. Put bad men 
in power, but try tu hamper their exercise of power by placing 
some od men under them. Lieutenant-Governor Lee's plea is 
that while he has Knowingly done wrong, he has tried to miti- 
gate the effects of his wrong-doing. 

But why appoint the admitted lobby leaders to places of power? 
Why did the lieutenant-governor feel that he was bound to put 
Farris at the head of important committees? What compul- 
sion was there that forced him to honor the lobby leaders, and 
to content himself with merely trying to hedge them about with 
good subordinates? Why did he not place the good men in high 
places of power and the bad men where they could do no harm? 

“It is to laugh,” as the French say. The defense of Lieutenant- 
Goverror Lee is so humorous that it would cause a giggle in a 
Kindergarten. The surrender to the lobby is so- manifest that 
“the wayfaring man, though a fool,“ cannot fall to see it. It 
is a surrender all along the line, visible from the whipping in 
of all the Democratic legislators at the senatorial caucus to the 
uproarious farce of the lieutenant-governor in putting the lobby 
in the eaddie and tying strings to the horse's tall to hold him 
back. 

But Lieutenant-Governor Lee should give the public the credit 
of having a spark of intelligence and a sense of humor. It would 
have saved him from a round of laughter.
